By  Section  9  provision  is  mad<'  for  registration  in  towns  and 
i-ities,  and  for  lists  in  unorganised  districts  when  not  regularly  pre- 
P"«^-  "  the  lists  for  the  year  in  which  the  election  is  held  have 
■ot  been  certified  to  60  days  before  the  nomination  day,  then  the 
liata  of  the  previous  year  are  the  lists  u.«>d.  In  an  election  tharif 
may  bo  lists  of  the  current  year  used  in  some  municipalitice  or  poll- 
ing divisions,  and  in  other  municipalitios  or  polling  divisions  in  the 
same  riding  the  previous  year's  lists  may  be  used. 

The  basis  of  tho  Voters'  Lists  as  printed  at  Ottawa  are  th*  liata 
as  printed  by  the  various  municipalities  and  subsequentjy  revked. 
It  IS,  therefore,  essential  to  oaretully  examine  the  lists  a*  priatad 
at  Ottawa,  comparing  them  with  the  lists  as  finally  revised  in  Um 
miinicipahties  or  polling  divisions.  When  the  list  for  any  munici- 
pality IS  finally  revised  and  certified  to,  the  Clerk  of  the  municipa- 
lity sends  a  copy  of  such  list  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  (usually  in 
Ontario  the  Crown  Attorney),  and  retains  a  copy  himself.  Mow, 
such  lists  as  finally  revised  are  not  printed  either  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipality,  the  Municipal  Council,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Certified  copies  of  the  lists  are  sent  by  the  Municipal  Clerk  to 
»•»  ClwK  0'  the  Peace  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown 
IP  Chancery,  who  transmits  them  to  the  King's  Printer,  who  in 
turn  prints  some  at  Ottawa  and  the  remainder  at  various  oficert 
throughout  the  country. 

It  would  be  strange,  indeed,  if  in  all  these  movements,  diSer- 
ences  of  handwriting,  proof-reading,  *c.,  Ac,  Ac,  no  miaUkea 
occurred  either  by  way  of  omissions,  misspelling  or  other  an»r. 
The  lists  as  printed  by  tho  Municipal  bodies  do  not  as  a  rule  eon- 
tain  the  corrections  made  by  the  County  Court  Judges,  but  thus 
•orrections  must  appear  on  tho  lists  as  printed  by  the  Kiiw's 
Printer,  Ottawa. 

Copiea  of  the  lists  should  he  had  from  the  King's  Printer  at  once 
and  compared  with  the  lis*  in  the  hands  of  the  municipal  clerks 
and  the  lists  as  in  the  ha.  ds  of  tho  Clerks  of  the  Peace  and  all 
errors  or  omissions  brought  officially  to  the  notice  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Crown  in  Chancery  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  who  is  the  aniv 
and  proper  official  to  do  so,  (See  See.  10  Dominion  Franchise  Act ) 
Any  omissions  should  be  inserted  for  there  is  no  such  thinn  aa  a

the  ballot  boi  and  proceed  to  count  the  number  of  votes  given  for  eaoh 
candidate,  giving  full  opportunity  to  those  present  to  examine  each  bal- 
lot Id  oountlng  the  votes  he  shall  reject  all  ballot  papers  which  have 
not  been  supplied  by  the  deputy  returning  officer,  all  those  by  which  votes 
have  beea  given  tor  more  candidatea  than  are  t<>  be  elected,  and  nil  thoite 
upon  which  there  ta  any  writing  or  mark  by  which  the  voter  could  b«> 
identlfled,  other  than  the  numbering  by  the  deputy  ruturninst  officer  In 
the  oaeea  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

24.  Only  two  agents  for  each  candidate  are  entitled  to  be  present. 
If  possible,  arrange  to  have  all  objected  ballots  laid  aside  I,efore  you 
argue  for  their  rejection  or  validity,  so  that  yod  may  see  how  the  bal- 
lot* will  affect  the  count.  Examine  carefully  back  and  front  ea<A  bal- 
lot marked  for  aD  oposition  candidate.  If  it  is  not  marked  exactly  as 
required  by  law,  or  if  It  has  any  improper  mark,  get  the  Deputy  Return- 
ing  Offlcer  to  rejeet  it,  and  to  mark  it  rejected.  If  he  refuse*  to  do  to, 
ohjeet  to  it.  and  get  him  to  make  a  note  of  your  objection,  and  to  mark 
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
